ANNUAL  REPORT 


Reporf  of  the  Selectmen 


To  the  Voters  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

The  year  1948  witnessed  nnany  incidents  worthy  of 
note.  Total  appropriations  set  a  new  high  of  $212,515.- 
97.  Expenditures  of  $48,650.99  were  made  for  charities, 
soldiers'  benefits  and  public  assistance  comparing  with 
the  highest  attained  during  the  depression  years.  School 
and  Library  costs  of  $1  1 9,483.52  was  actually  an  amount 
greater  than  the  taxes  levied  in  the  Town. 

Greater  demands  than  were  anticipated  were  placed 
on  the  Welfare,  A.  D.  C.  and  Veterans'  Benefits  appro¬ 
priation  which  necessitated  supplementary  funds  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Reserve  Account  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Although  several  departments  exceeded  their  appro¬ 
priations  and  the  Reserve  Account  was  completely  used, 
the  net  appropriation  balance  shows  a  net  of  $3,600.76 
which  together  with  the  revenue  receipts  of  $1  1,033.50 
in  excess  of  the  estimate,  makes  $14,634.26  transferred 
to  Surplus  Revenue  In  1  948. 

The  Welfare  Department  account  shows  a  deficit  of 
$336.14,  and  the  General  Relief  account  $51.27,  to  be 
raised  in  1949  due  to  lack  of  available  funds. 

During  the  past  year  the  fire  station  on  Main  Street 
has  been  remodeled  and  a  new  heating  plant  Installed, 
making  it  adaptable  to  housing  two  fire  trucks  and  the 
Town  Ambulance,  with  adequate  quarters  for  the  firemen 
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and  facilities  for  the  usual  precinct  voting  in  the  south 
part  of  the  Town.  We  feel  these  facilities  will  be  ade¬ 
quate  for  the  Fire  Department  in  the  south  part  of  the 
Town  for  several  years. 

We  hope  to  get  permission  from  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  to  sell  the  large  barn  in  the  rear  of  the 
fire  station,  and  applying  the  proceeds  to  necessary  grad¬ 
ing  and  black-topping  of  the  yard  adjacent  to  the  fire 
station.  ' 

The  Maxim  Fire  Truck  which  has  been  housed  at  the 
garage  of  Lester  Briggs  has  been  moved  to  its  permanent 
home  in  the  fire  station  and  makes  for  more  efficient  and 
prompt  handling  of  fire  calls. 

The  contract  for  remodeling  the  fire  station  was 
given  to  the  low  bidder  on  April  7,  1948.  The  following 
bids  were  received: 

L.  M.  Witherell  &  Sons  of  Taunton  $12,166.00 
Walter  H.  Barker,  Inc.  of  Taunton  10,388.01) 
Charles  A.  Eldridge  of  Taunton  8,297.00 

Due  to  delivery  delays  on  certain  material  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  specifications  the  completion  of  this  job 
was  delayed.  Although  this  building  is  now  occupied  by 
the  Fire  Department,  there  are  some  minor  details  to  be 
completed  by  the  Contractor  as  a  result  of  the  final  in¬ 
spection  by  the  Building  Committee.  The  final  bill  will 
be  paid  on  the  completion  of  these  details. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  the  following  members  of 
the  Committee  who  gave  so  much  of  their  time  to  com¬ 
plete  this  project;  Norman  S.  Bowen,  Wendell  Carey, 
John  Farrar,  Antone  Goulart,  Donald  Hathaway  and  John 
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W.  Synan.  We  aslo  want  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the 
Anchor  Color  &  Gum  Works,  and  their  architect,  Charles 
E.  Bishop,  who  drew  up  the  plans  and  specifications  and 
supervised  the  job  with  no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Dighton. 

In  keeping  with  the  general  policy  of  all  Department 
Heads  for  the  year  ,the  Fire  Chiefs  have  lived  within 
their  budget  and  finished  the  year  with  a  cash  balance 
of  $652.05. 

A  new  hydrant  has  been  installed  on  the  Somerset 
Water  System  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  County  Streets 
which  we  believe  adds  to  the  general  fire  protection  of 
this  thickly  settled  area,  and  also  affords  a  considerable 
saving  in  insurance  costs  to  the  adjacent  property  owners. 
For  a  more  detailed  report  on  the  Fire  Department  refer 
to  the  reports  of  the  Fire  Chiefs. 

During  the  year  1948,  $25,128.04  was  spent  on  our 
road  program.  The  State  contribution  through  Chapter 
8 1  was  $  1  0,350.00  and  the  County  and  State  contributed 
$500.00  each  through  Chapter  90.  The  Town  of  Dighton 
appropriated  $6,000.00  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to 
meet  its  share  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  roads.  It 
was  also  necessary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  to  transfer  $1,215.00  from  the  Reserve  Ac¬ 
count  to  the  Street  Account,  to  complete  some  necessary 
graveling  on  our  dirt  roads  and  to  improve  the  east  side  of 
the  river  bridge  on  Elm  Street  near  Brook  Street,  crossing 
the  Segreganset  River.  Because  of  weather  conditions  it 
was  impossible  to  complete  this  program  and  a  balance 
of  $836.62  was  left  in  the  street  appropriation  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

All  our  hard  surface  roads  had  the  usual  surface 
treatment  and  are  in  very  good  condition.  Our  dirt  roads 
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have  had  the  usual  scraping  and  filling  and  several 
boulders  have  been  removed  from  Tremont,  Oak  and 
Horton  Streets  to  facilitate  further  improvement  and 
widening,  and  to  afford  a  better  opportunity  to  plow  snow 
on  these  streets. 

The  condition  of  Cedar,  Oak  and  Horton  Streets  has 
been  called  to  our  attention  during  the  past  year  by  the 
people  living  on  these  streets  and  those  obliged  to  use 
them  during  their  travel  to  and  from  their  homes.  The 
condition  of  these  and  all  of  our  dirt  roads  are  of  great 
concern  to  your  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  we  propose  to 
ask  the  Town  Meeting  for  a  substantial  appropriation  for 
a  large  scale  gravel  job  to  improve  our  dirt  roads. 

Middle  Street  has  been  improved  for  a  distance  of 
2000  feet  which  completes  this  street  from  Center  to  the 
North.  Pine  Street  has  been  improved  and  extended  a 
distance  of  900  feet.  Smith  Street  has  had  considerable 
gravelling  and  widening  and  has  an  improved  black-top 
surface  for  800  feet  north  from  Cedar.  It  is  planned  to 
complete  this  street  to  Wellington  Street  this  year,  thus 
affording  the  people  living  in  this  area  the  convenience  of 
an  improved  road  to  the  North,  South,  East  or  West. 

Tremont  Street  from  Lincoln  Avenue  west  to  the 
brook  has  been  graded  and  widened  and  some  boulders 
removed,  and  will  be  gravelled  and  have  an  improved 
black-top  surface  this  year.  It  Is  the  plan  of  your  Board 
to  extend  these  improved  roads  each  year  where  they 
will  serve  the  convenience  of  the  greatest  number  of  citi¬ 
zens,  consistent  with  the  amount  of  money  available  for 
this  purpose. 

The  condition  of  Muddy  Cove  bridge  at  Pleasant 
Street  has  been  called  to  our  attention.  Underneath  the 
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bridge  from  low  water  level  to  the  roof  of  the  cement  has 
been  chipped  off  leaving  the  steel  reinforcing  rods  ex¬ 
posed  and  badly  rusted.  We  have  asked  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  to  make  an  inspection  and  prepare 
an  estimate  of  cost  of  repairs.  Immediate  correction  of 
this  condition  is  imperative  in  order  to  avoid  a  major  con¬ 
struction  job.  The  necessary  appropriation  to  complete 
this  job  will  be  asked  for  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  1949. 

All  of  our  road  work  is  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  Mr.  Grover 
Coffin  and  Mr.  Seth  Freeman  who  represent  this  depart¬ 
ment  have  been  most  cooperative  and  we  appreciate  their 
advice  and  help  in  our  many  problems. 

In  September  of  this  year  Governor  Bradford  re¬ 
quested  the  Town  of  Dighton  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
head  the  campaign  in  this  area  for  the  United  New 
England  Scrap  Drive.  The  following  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen:  Chairman,  Wilfred 
Hathaway,  Charles  Harris,  Harry  Bridgford,  Walter  Pill¬ 
ing  and  John  Rolfe. 

Mr.  George  V.  Tinkham  who  has  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
and  Board  of  Health  since  his  election  in  1941,  resigned 
in  September  1948.  Mr.  Tinkham  has  moved  to  Cape 
Charles,  Virginia  to  carry  on  his  extensive  farm  business 
in  the  south.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  regret  the  loss  of 
Mr.  Tinkham.  We  miss  his  genial  personality  and 
sound  advice  and  judgment  on  matters  of  Town  affairs. 
We  wish  to  extend  to  Mr.  Tinkham  our  best  wishes  for 
good  health,  happiness  and  prosperity  In  his  new  home. 
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During  the  past  year  considerable  work  has  been 
done  by  the  School  Planning  Committee  to  implement  the 
wishes  of  the  people  in  presenting  tentative  plans  and 
locations  for  a  new  building  to  replace  the  present  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  in  South  Dighton,  as  requested  by  the 
School  Committee,  with  no  material  results  up  to  the 
present  time. 

There  is  one  point  that  most  everyone  agrees  on  and 
that  is  the  necessity  of  replacing  the  South  School.  There 
are  some  people  who  favor  a  consolidated  school  centrally 
located,  others  who  prefer  the  sectional  plan  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  Regardless  of  where  the  people  decide  to  build  a 
school,  or  what  plan  is  used,  the  cost  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  taxpayer's  dollar,  will  be  reflected  in  the  tax  rate 
for  the  next  twenty  years,  which  is  the  life  of  a  bond 
issue. 

As  citizens  and  parents  we  should  make  every  effort 
to  provide  the  best  educational  facilities  for  our  children, 
but  we  must  also  be  careful  that  our  people  are  not 
burdened  with  a  tax  rate  beyond  their  ability  to  pay. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  our  schools  is  increasing 
each  year  ,as  are  the  other  public  services  such  as  police, 
fire,  health,  streets  and  the  welfare  categories.  All  of 
these  are  essential  to  the  operation  of  a  well  organized 
Town.  In  order  to  look  at  the  financial  problem  facing 
us  with  regard  to  any  large  bond  issue,  if  we  are  to  get 
the  proper  persepctive,  we  must  analyze  the  problem  as  a 
whole  before  passing  final  judgment. 

Therefore,  we  urge  every  citizen  to  study  all  the 
facts  before  forming  an  opinion  on  this  important  matter, 
and  then  be  sure  to  implement  that  decision  by  coming  to 
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the  Town  Meeting  and  voting  according  to  the  dictates 
of  your  conscience. 

If  we  do  this  we  will  have  done  our  part  completely 
in  helping  to  solve  this  important  problem. 

As  departmental  budgets  for  1949  are  being  pre¬ 
pared,  all  indications  point  to  increased  appropriations. 
The  high  costs  of  all  items  relative  to  public  service  will 
reflect  on  the  tax  rate.  Salaries,  wages  and  materials  are 
factors  which  enter  into  a  budget  and  until  such  time  as 
more  definite  legislation  providing  for  revenue  assistance 
to  small  towns  is  made,  we  will  have  to  finance  the  re¬ 
quirements  by  taxation. 

To  all  Town  Officials,  employees  and  citizens  we  are 
most  grateful  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  various  categories  of  Relief  showed  a  consider¬ 
able  increase  in  expenditures  during  the  year. 

The  appropriation  in  the  General  Relief  account 
was  $5,000.00  which  was  overdrawn  in  the  amount  of 
$1,736.14.  A  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Account  was 
made  in  the  amount  of  $1,400.00  and  $336.14  from  the 
1949  Revenue,  to  take  care  of  expenses.  The  overdraft 
is  mainly  due  to  Dighton  settled  cases  being  aided  out  of 
town,  the  expense  for  which  cannot  be  anticipated.  Total 
expenditures  during  the  year  were  $6,736. 1 4  for  aid  ren¬ 
dered  to  sixteen  (16)  cases  representing  forty-three  (43) 
persons. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  began  the  year  with  one 
case  representing  three  children  ,and  the  year  ended  with 
seven  (7)  cases  representing  nineteen  (19)  children.  The 
Town  appropriated  $1,000.00  since  receipt  of  U.  S. 
Grants  are  applied  directly  to  the  account  and  do  not 
revert  to  the  Town  Treasury.  In  view  of  the  increase  in 
case  load,  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  $4,500.00  from 
the  Reserve  Account  to  carry  on.  Total  U.  S.  Grants  re¬ 
ceived  were  $1,385.43.  It  was  mandatory  to  Increase 
grants  to  recipients  of  this  category  in  the  amount  of 
8.3  %  effective  as  of  October  1 ,  1 948,  in  accordance  with 
the  State  Standards  of  Assistance.  This  increase  amount¬ 
ed  to  $48.30  a  month.  Total  expenditures  for  the  year 
were  $6,370.45. 
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Old  Age  Assistance  aided  45  cases  in  January  and 
although  only  42  cases  are  receiving  relief  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  6  cases  were  added  and  9  cases  were  closed 
during  the  year.  Town  appropriation  was  $17,500.00, 
and  U.  S.  Grants  amounted  to  $14,083.74,  making  the 
total  available  funds  $31,583.74.  Expenditures  for  the 
year  were  $30,638.22,  so  that  there  was  a  balance  of 
$945.52.  An  Increase  of  8.3%  was  granted  to  all  eli¬ 
gible  cases,  effective  as  of  October  1,  1948,  as  required 
by  the  State  Standards.  The  total  increase  in  payroll  as 
a  result  of  this  change  was  $225.40  per  month. 

The  Taunton  Greyhound  Association  again  con¬ 
tributed  a  $500.00  Christmas  Fund  which  is  gratefully 
acknowledged,  and  was  distributed  among  the  needy. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  for  courtesies  and  assistance  ren¬ 
dered.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  total  expense  of  the  Health  Department  for 
1948  in  providing  health  and  sanitation  service  was 
$4,736.78.  Thus  the  appropriation  of  $4,795.32  was 
adequate  to  meet  the  requirements.  A  classification  of 
the  Department's  expenditures  will  be  found  in  the  Town 
Auditor's  report  and  a  study  of  them  indicates  that  no 
abnormal  or  unusual  cost  prevail. 

The  Department  continues  to  deliver  water  to  those 
residents  of  the  stricken  areas  and  will  do  so  until  such 
time  as  the  property  owners  remedy  the  polluted  condi¬ 
tions  of  their  wells.  The  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  have  within  the  year  conducted  further  tests  of 
these  wells  and  in  most  instances  contamination  and  pol¬ 
lution  prevail,  thus  the  wells  are  condemned.  The  Board 
of  Health  therefore  have  no  option  other  than  to  provide 
these  people  with  a  source  of  water  for  drinking  and 
culinary  purposes. 

The  Town  Ambulance  has  again  served  the  needs  of 
the  community  under  the  supervision  and  manning  by  the 
South  Dighton  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association,  whom 
we  wish  to  commend  for  their  unselfish  donation  of  time 
and  inconvenience.  The  ambulance  incidentally  has  been 
fitted  with  a  set  of  new  tires  and  tubes  and  together  with 
other  repairs  is  in  excellent  condition  to  provide  the  com¬ 
munity  with  this  invaluable  service.  The  ambulance  is 
now  garaged  in  the  new  fire  station  and  will  facilitate  the 
department  in  better  serving  the  public. 
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The  other  functions  of  the  Board  have  proceeded  in 
a  normal  manner  and  we  trust  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Town. 

We  express  our  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Esther  Bowden 
for  her  continued  co-operation  and  efficiency  in  matters 
of  this  department.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Dighton 
for  the  period  from  December  1,  1947,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination  to  November  23,  1948,  and  submit 
the  following  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  account¬ 
ing  officer  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  in  which  money  is 
collected  or  bills  are  committed  for  collection  and  with 
the  records  of  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  general  and  appropriation  accounts  in  the 
ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations  being  com¬ 
pared  with  the  Town  Clerk^s  record  of  financial  votes 
passed  in  Town  meetings.  A  trial  balance  was  taken  off 
proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  the  necessary  ad¬ 
justing  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  of  the  several 
departments  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  on  November  23, 
1948,  was  prepared  and  Is  appended  to  this  report.  This 
balance  sheet  indicates  that" the  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  is  excellent. 
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The  books  and  records  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records. in  the  sev¬ 
eral  departments  collecting  money  for  the  Town  and  with 
other  sourecs  from  which  money  was  paid  in  to  the  Town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the 
Selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  dis¬ 
burse  Town  funds  and  with  the  Accounting  Officer's 
books. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  on  November  23, 
1  948  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office 
and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state¬ 
ments  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can¬ 
celled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  transfers  to 
the  Town  were  proved  and  the  balances  were  found  to  be 
as  reported. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  Town  were  ex¬ 
amined.  The  Town  and  District  Taxes  added  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  Collector's  rec¬ 
ords,  the  recorded  redemptions  were  verified,  and  the  tax 
titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  Ac¬ 
counting  Officer's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  Town  and  District  taxes  and 
Motor  Vehicle  and  Trailer  Excise  outstanding  at  the  time 
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of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent 
commitment  lists^  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the 
Assessors' warrants.  The  reported  collections  were  check¬ 
ed  with  the  payments  to  the  Town  and  District  Treas¬ 
urers,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the 
Assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's 
records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  Town,  and  the  outstand¬ 
ing  accounts  were  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger 
accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit  and  all  sub¬ 
sequent  charges  were  audited  and  proved.  The  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  Treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  Treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  Accounting  Officer's  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise  and  departmental  accounts  was  made 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  Town  and 
Districts,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  are  correct  as  listed. 

The  records  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
the  Health  Department  for  licenses  and  permits  issued 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  State 
were  compared  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  Town  Treasurer  were  checked  with  the 
Treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  bonded 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 
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The  records  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  Town  or  committing  bills  for  collection 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  Town  Treasurer's 
and  the  Accounting  Officer's  records. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  Town  Officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of 

my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  apprecia-

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of 
age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the 
following  January  1,  There  will  be  no  exceptions  made 
to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a  birth  certificate  is  required  for 
entrance  to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  statement  from 
his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.

Elementary  Schools 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WEAN  at  7:05  A.M.  and  at  8:20  A.M.  and  over 
Radio  Station  WBZ  at  7:05  A.M.,  7:30  A.M.,  and  at  8:30 
A.M.  In  addition  in  North  Dighton  the  street  lights  will 
be  turned  on  from  7:45  to  8  A.M.  In  South  Dighton  three 
blasts  on  the  Anchor  Color  and  Gum  Works  whistle  will 
be  sounded  at  7:45  A.M. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated 
there  will  be  school  at  Dighton  High  School  unless  unfore¬ 
seen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In  the 
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event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  at¬ 
tended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop. 
Many  pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established 
routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus 
will  permit.  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse 
transportation  to  some  of  those  living  under  the  re¬ 
quired  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with 
children  living  at  a  greater  distance. 


Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Dighton. 
Incorporated  herein  is  the  report  of  the  Dighton  School 
Committee.  Only  the  most  pertinent  information  is  set 
forth  here.  Further  details  will  be  furnished  by  the 
School  Office  to  any  who  might  be  interested. 

Personnel 

Changes  in  teacher  personnel  and  difficulties  of  re¬ 
placement  continue  to  hamper  our  educational  program. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  replaced  ten  teachers  or 
approximately  one-third  of  our  faculty.  When  the  Digh¬ 
ton  School  Committee  voted  two  years  ago  to  rescind  its 
ruling  regarding  the  employment  of  married  women  in 
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an  effort  to  obtain  a  more  permanent  faculty  it  seemed 
that  we  would  have  fewer  changes.  However,  more  than 
half  of  those  who  have  left  have  been  married.  Some  of 
these  changes  have  occurred  during  the  school  year  when 
the  problem  of  replacement  Is  most  difficult.  Our  most 
serious  teacher  shortage  exists  in  the  elementary  grades. 
We  can  anticipate  no  improvement  in  the  situation  for  a 
number  of  years.  In  order  to  compete  with  other  com¬ 
munities  and  also  to  eliminate  certain  salary  inequalities, 
the  School  Committee  for  the  first  time  adopted  a  salary 
schedule  in  November  to  become  effective  as  of  January 
1st,  1949.  In  general  this  schedule  establishes  a  mini¬ 
mum  salary  of  $2400  per  year  for  teachers  with  a  Bache¬ 
lor's  Degree.  Increments  of  $100  per  year  will  be  grant¬ 
ed  until  a  maximum  of  $3000  has  been  reached  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  teacher  meets  certain  professional  im¬ 
provement  requirements.  Those  acquiring  a  Master's 
Degree  have  a  maximum  of  $3200.  The  non-degree 
maximum  Is  $2500  per  year  with  further  Increases  for 
credits  toward  a  degree.  Although  these  maxima  are  not 
high  enough  to  keep  all  good  teachers  indefinitely,  the 
Committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  attract  good  personnel  and 
retain  them  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

One  of  our  most  serious  losses  was  experienced  this 
year  at  the  resignation  of  our  Commercial  teacher.  Miss 
Laliberte,  who  has  accepted  a  position  In  Attleboro  at  a 
salary  considerably  higher  than  that  received  in  Dighton. 
During  her  seven  years  with  us  she  has  established  high 
standards  In  our  Commercial  department  and  has  had  an 
important  part  in  the  general  improvement  of  the  Digh¬ 
ton  High  School.  We  regret  the  leaving  of  a  master  teach¬ 
er  who  has  left  a  permanent  influence  on  the  lives  of  so 
many  students. 
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Repairs 

With  the  exception  of  major  jobs  most  of  our  repair 
work  is  done  by  our  janitors.  In  the  North  Elementary 
School  the  ceilings  in  all  four  rooms  were  insulated,  and 
the  entire  heating  system  was  checked  and  repaired 
where  necessary.  Two  long  radiators  were  split  to  in¬ 
crease  the  heating  efficiency.  With  these  improvements 
we  believe  that  the  difficulties  in  heating  this  building 
have  been  overcome.  There  should  be  a  considerable 
saving  in  fuel  consumption. 

The  painting  of  the  North  Primary  School  was  done 
by  Earle  Parker.  The  completion  of  this  long  postponed 
project  has  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  Lights  were  installed  for  the  first  time  to  the  two 
sanitaries  and  in  the  teachers'  room.  General  minor  re¬ 
pairs  and  improvements  were  done  by  Mr.  Ingham. 

Only  those  repairs  that  required  immediate  attention 
were  considered  at  the  South  School.  We  find  that  many 
townspeople  have  never  seen  this  School.  We  urge  them 
to  pay  it  a  visit  at  their  earliest  opportunity. 

No  major  repairs  were  undertaken  at  the  High 
School.  All  painting,  minor  repairs,  and  general  im¬ 
provements  were  done  by  the  janitors.  Both  the  north 
and  south  ends  of  the  building  need  attention  this  year 
if  at  all  possible.  Water  seepage  through  joints  and 
around  windows  has  become  a  serious  problem  and  can  be 
adequately  remedied  only  by  the  services  of  waterproof¬ 
ing  experts  at  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money. 

New  Equipment 

The  following  new  equipment  was  purchased  during 
the  past  year:  A  shaper  and  a  wood  lathe  for  the  wood¬ 
working  department;  fifty  new  elementary  desks;  new 
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stage  curtains  and  backdrops  for  the  High  School  stage; 
seven  typewriters;  steel  filing  cabinet  for  the  North  Pri¬ 
mary  School;  a  tape  recorder;  a  vacuum  cleaner  for  the 
High  School;  a  fryolater  for  the  cafeteria,  a  Garland 
range  for  the  cafeteria;  a  new  motor  and  cutters  for  the 
lawn  mower;  a  bioscope  for  the  science  department. 

Three  of  the  typewriters  that  were  replaced  by  new 
ones  at  the  High  School  were  sent  to  the  elementary 
schools.  The  North  Elementary  School  and  the  South 
School  each  purchased  a  combination  radio-record  maker 
from  its  own  funds. 


Music 

Our  music  department  continues  to  improve  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Harris.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a 
high  school  Boy's  Glee  Club  of  70  voices  and  a  Girls' 
Glee  Club  of  125  voices.  The  high  school  orchestra  and 
the  band  each  have  33  members.  The  combination  high 
school-elementary  band  has  68  members.  During  the 
year  our  music  organizations  have  appeared  publicly 
many  times  both  in  Dighton  and  elsewhere  and  were 
always  enthusiastically  received.  Our  band  uniforms  will 
be  completed  in  the  very  near  future.  A  drum  majorette 
corps  which  was  organized  and  uniformed  in  the  Fall 
performed  at  our  football  games. 

During  the  year  we  have  purchased  a  double  B  flat 
Sousaphone,  a  glockenspiel,  two  tympans;  and  clarinets. 
Some  of  the  instruments  that  were  purchased  second 
hand  several  years  ago  at  a  nominal  price  need  to  be  re¬ 
placed.  Although  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in 
vocal  music  in  the  grades,  a  great  deal  of  work  remains  to 
be  done,  especially  with  the  uncertain  singers. 
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Audio-Visual  Aids 

The  work  of  the  audio-visual  aids  department  is  be¬ 
ing  carried  on  very  successfully  under  the  general  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Gillespie.  The  fact  that  we  are  better  equip¬ 
ped  than  most  schools  makes  it  possible  to  achieve  many 
of  the  aims  and  objectives  of  an  ideal  program.  However, 
the  best  results  can  be  accomplished  only  when  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  coordinated  and  supervised  under  one  who  can 
give  full  time  to  the  job.  Eventually  our  aim  should  be  to 
employ  a  full  time  director  for  the  work  of  this  depart- 
'  ment. 


Educational  Costs 

The  costs  of  education  in  Dighton  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  as  in  practically  all  other  communities.  In  1948 
we  received  from  the  State  the  sum  of  $5,200  for  trans¬ 
portation  reimbursements.  Until  1947  we  received  no 
aid  under  this  item.  The  1948  Legislature  passed  an 
amended  Chapter  70  School  Aid  Bill  to  replace  certain 
other  reimbursement  provisions.  Under  this  new  bill 
Dighton  wilil  receive  approximately  $17,500  instead  of 
$4,700  that  was  formerly  received  under  the  old  Chapter 
70,  Part  I.  If  the  Commissioner  of  Education  allows  the 
Alternate  Formula,  Dighton  will  be  granted  approximate¬ 
ly  $25,000  to  replace  the  $4,700  of  the  old  Part  I.  How¬ 
ever,  because  no  new  monies  were  made  available,  the 
State  Aid  to  Education  must  be  apportioned  from  the 
Income  Tax.  This  new  way  of  apportioning  will  give  to 
Dighton  additional  income,  but  at  the  present  time  we  do 
not  know  exactly  what  the  net  to  the  Town  will  be. 

In  making  up  its  budget  the  School  Committee  was 
guided  entirely  by  the  needs  of  the  schools  rather  than  by 
how  much  the  Town  might  receive  from  the  State  in  addi¬ 
tional  income. 
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South  School 

A  year  ago  the  Town  had  voted  to  purchase  the 
Whitmarsh  property  for  the  sum  of  $3,300  as  a  site  for  a 
new  school  to  replace  the  present  South  School.  Since 
that  time  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  has  arisen  regarding  our  school  building  problem.  The 
School  Committee  made  certain  definite  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  the  Planning  Committee  relative  to  the  size  of 
classrooms,  lighting,  heating,  ventilation,  equipment, 
sanitary  facilities^  playground,  and  other  phases  of  build¬ 
ing  that  would  affect  the  school  program.  The  Planning  » 
Committee  accepted  these  recommendations  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  incorporate  them  in  the  tentative  plans  for  a 
building.  At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  November 
the  voters  rescinded  the  vote  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Whitmarsh  property,  voted  not  to  build  at  that  location, 
and  voted  down  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning 
Committee  that  facilities  for  children  now  attending  the 
South  School  be  provided  for  in  a  new  building  adjacent 
to  the  present  North  Elementary  School. 

At  this  writing  there  seems  to  be  considerable  inter¬ 
est  in  either  a  complete  consolidated  plan  or  in  a  plan 
that  will  provide  for  housing  of  the  children  of  the  South 
School  in  a  building  that  can  be  expanded  into  a  com¬ 
pletely  consolidated  unit.  We  hope  that  a  definite  deci¬ 
sion  can  be  made  at  our  Town  Meeting  in  March  so  that 
the  State  Aid  of  40%  of  the  cost  of  construction  may  be 
available  before  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  Act. 

General 

Through  an  additional  donation  to  the  Dighton  High 
School  Bleacher  Fund,  it  was  possible  to  construct  two 
more  sections  of  bleachers  during  the  summer.  With  the 
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laying  and  painting  of  the  plank  seats  this  very  worth¬ 
while  project  was  completed. 

Because  of  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  the 
three  new  buses  did  not  arrive  until  after  the  opening  of 
school. 

As  of  January  1,  1949  the  tuition  rate  at  Dighton 
High  School  is  increased  from  $135.00  to  $150.00  per 
year.  Although  this  rate  is  less  than  the  actual  per  pupil 
cost  certain  educational  advantages  accrue  from  our 
increased  enrollment  to  warrant  Dighton's  carrying  more 
than  its  share  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  high 
school. 

Conclusion 

Through  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Town  offi¬ 
cials  and  the  townspeople  the  School  Committee  is  able 
to  continue  to  provide  for  a  continual  improvement  in  our 
schools.  May  we  always  have  such  cooperation  and  high 
morale  in  this  work  that  is  so  vital  to  the  education  of  the 
boys  and  girls  of  Dighton. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Dighton  for  the  many 
evidences  of  their  realization  of  the  necessity  for  a  good 
school  system.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dighton,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

I  submit  the  following  report  as  School  Nurse  for 
the  year  1 948. 

Health  is  a  state  of  well  being  that  prevails  when 
all  body  processes,  physical^  mental  and  emotional,  are 
working  together  harmoniously  so  that  one  can  meet  the 
demands  of  life  capably  and  serenely.  It  is  to  this  pur¬ 
pose  that  the  work  is  carried  on  in  the  schools  and  the 
Town  to  help  make  Dighton  a  Healthy  Community.  Only 
through  complete  cooperation  between  the  home  and 
school  can  best  results  be  obtained. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  were  given  all 
pupils.  Enlarged  tonsil  and  adenoids  and  an  increased 
number  of  flat  feet  seemed  to  be  the  major  defects. 
Through  the  physical  education  program  and  the  stress¬ 
ing  of  good  posture  at  all  times,  some  help  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  for  the  conditions  of  flat  feet.  Notices  were  sent 
to  parents  and  home  calls  were  made  where  correction 
was  found  necessary. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  been  successful  again  with 
more  and  better  results  showing  as  time  goes  on.  I  think 
all  pupils  in  the  Elementary  grades  now  realize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  Dental  Health.  The  Sodium  Floride  treat¬ 
ment  was  started  in  September,  many  taking  advantage 
of  this  opportunity. 
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The  other  examinations  were  carried  out.  Several 
pupils  were  recommended  to  go  to  their  own  eye  doctor 
for  further  examinations.  These  children  were  fitted  to 
glasses  and  an  Improvement  was  noticed  in  their  work 
right  away. 

Through  the  Bristol  County  Health  Association  chest 
X-Rays  were  taken  of  all  High  School  students,  the  school 
personnel  and  all  teachers.  All  reports  were  negative. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  continued  help 
and  cooperation  and  to  all  others  who  have  helped  with 
this  health  program.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Dighton  High  School 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  Dighton  High  School. 

The  nature  of  this  report  shall  be  primarily  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  various  changes  and  improvements  that  have 
been  accomplished  throughout  the  past  year.  My  previ¬ 
ous  reports  would  seem  to  have  established  the  philosophy 
or  objectives  of  Dighton  High  School  and  those  are  avail¬ 
able  in  most  homes  for  re-examination.  Certainly  we 
continue  to  believe  that  our  high  school  to  be  adequate 
and  progressive  must  contain  the  necessary  curricula  and 
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subjects  to  enable  graduates  to  continue  their  education 
successfully  or  to  enter  occupations  directly  with  a  well- 
balanced  and  practical  background  of  secondary  school 
training.  Also  there  must  be  provision  for  students  to 
participate  in  multifold  activities  supplementing  the 
usual  scholastic  program  which  ultimately  have  as  their 
objectives  preparation  and  training  for  citizenship  in  the 
community  of  today. 

Early  last  spring  it  was  apparent  that  a  longer  school 
day  was  forthcoming  in  order  to  fulfill  all  requirements 
e.stablished  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments  for 
general  vocational  departments.  As  a  result  of  that 
knowledge  the  faculty  began  an  intensive  study  of  our 
'"time'"  schedule  since  the  addition  of  only  twenty  min¬ 
utes  to  the  length  of  the  school  day  would  involve  con¬ 
siderable  change  in  the  length  of  classroom  periods  in 
order  to  coordinate  them  with  the  general  vocational  shop 
periods.  After  much  study  and  revision  a  daily  and 
weekly  program  was  evolved  and  submitted  for  approval. 
Eventually  this  new  program  went  into  effect  in  Sep¬ 
tember. 

There  are  two  phases  to  our  new  program.  First  is 
the  regular  classroom  schedule  representing  our  five  Cur¬ 
ricula  (College,  Commercial,  General,  General  Voca¬ 
tional  and  Household  Arts).  Previously  all  classes  met 
daily  for  forty-two  or  forty-three  minutes  net  (exclusive 
of  passing  time  for  changing  classes).  Now  each  class 
meets  for  an  average  of  fifty-three  minutes  net  four  times 
a  week.  It  is  believed  that  the  longer  periods  are  bene¬ 
ficial  due  to  the  greater  opportunity  of  subject  teachers  to 
supervise  study  and  direct  study  habits  for  an  average  of 
ten  minutes  daily  per  class  throughout  the  week.  After 
almost  a  half  year  of  the  above  schedule  of  classes  there 
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seems  to  be  evidence  of  no  diminution  of  progress  and 
achievement. 

All  students  except  those  excused  by  certificates 
from  their  family  doctors  for  reasons  of  health  are  re¬ 
quired  to  take  physical  education.  Previous  to  Septem¬ 
ber  a  physical  education  period  was  forty-two  minutes  in 
length  and  it  is  obvious  that  after  permitting  opportunity 
for  changing  to  and  from  gymnasium  clothes  and  taking 
showers  there  was  limited  time  for  effective  physical  edu¬ 
cation.  Now  there  is  approximately  a  half  hour  allowed 
for  the  actual  physical  or  activity  program. 

The  second  phase  of  our  new  program  is  that  of  the 
related  classes,  activities  or  clubs.  Formerly  there  was 
one  period  a  day  for  those  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
faculty  and  myself  there  were  many  inadequacies  exist¬ 
ing.  For  instance,  our  four  musical  groups  and  our  four 
dramatic  groups  would  be  meeting  at  the  same  time  for 
the  most  part.  Certainly  participation  in  both  should  be 
valuable  and  yet  in  most  cases  that  would  be  Impossible. 
In  addition  there  could  be  many  additional  related  activi¬ 
ties  of  certain  types  if  there  were  longer  time  permitted 
for  particular  kinds  of  actiivties.  The  best  examples  of 
those  activities  requiring  longer  periods  are  cooking, 
woodworking,  mechanical  drawing,  decorating  and  tray¬ 
painting,  and  photography. 


As  a  result  of  a  close  analysis  of  all  factors,  it  was 
eventually  decided  to  have  consecutive  periods  of  activi¬ 
ties  only  twice  a  week  instead  of  every  day.  Hence  all 
musical  groups  meet  on  Tuesday  during  four  consecutive 
periods  of  forty  minutes  each.  At  the  same  time  there 
are  many  other  groups  or  activities  for  student  choice. 
On  Thursday  there  is  a  home  room  guidance  period,  then 
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an  activity  period  which  includes  the  four  dramatic 
groups  and  many  others.  A  third  period  is  set  aside  for 
assemblies,  class  meetings,  Student  Council  meetings, 
etc. 


I  believe  that  many  citizens  of  Dighton  are  not 
aware  of  the  variety  of  curricular  and  non-curricular 
classes  which  are  in  operation  at  Dighton  High  School. 

I  am  certain  that  it  can  be  stated  positively  that  there 
are  few  schools  of  our  size,  even  many  that  are  larger, 
which  have  as  complete  a  program  offering.  It  seems  to 
be  of  such  importance  that  I  believe  it  appropriate  to 
present  the  schedules  representing  the  two  phases  of  our 
program.

Every  student  takes  four  or  more  subjects  in  the 
regular  curricular  program  and  a  minimum  of  three 
periods  of  activity  classes  in  the  related  (activity)  pro¬ 
gram.  The  only  exception  is  that  vocational  boys  take  a 
minimum  of  two  periods  of  activity  classes  due  to  the  fact 
that  on  either  Tuesday  or  Thursday  certain  of  them  will 
be  in  their  particular  three-hour  shop  class. 

Examination  of  the  related  program  should  reveal 
that  many  of  those  classes  are  in  fact  curricular  In 
nature.  The  consecutive  period  schedule  has  permitted 
non-Household  Arts  girls  to  take  Cooking  for  the  first 
time;  similarly  non-Vocational  boys  can  take  Wood¬ 
working.  Also  for  the  first  time  almost  fifty  non-Com- 
mercial  students  are  able  to  learn  how  to  type  in  a  regu¬ 
lar  course. 
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An  Auto  Club  and  Driver  Education  will  be  noted. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehi¬ 
cles  and  an  automobile  dealer  a  car  has  been  donated  for 
use  and  a  program  developed  for  the  actual  educational 
and  driving  experience  which  will  culminate  in  students 
being  given  their  examinations  for  licenses  here  at  the 
school. 

A  home  room  guidance  program  has  been  developed 
as  a  result  of  faculty  study  last  spring.  We  consider  it  as 
a  beginning  only  and  further  work  is  planned  in  that  field 
during  the  rest  of  this  year.  The  following  is  a  partial 
list  of  units  or  topics  which  are  being  discussed  in  home 
rooms: 

1.  Orientation 

2.  Parliamentary  Procedure 

3.  Social  Relations 

4.  Character  (Code  of  Ethics) 

A.  Good  Sportsmanship 

5.  Study  Habits 

6.  Educational  Planning 

7.  Vocational  Planning 

8.  Use  of  Leisure  Time 

The  report  cards  described  in  my  previous  report 
have  been  slightly  revised  and  are  in  use.  They  are  still 
considered  experimental  and  all  comments  or  suggestions 
are  welcomed.  I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  personal  qualities  of  initiative,  co-operation,  in¬ 
dustry,  leadership,  reliability,  emotional  stability,  dis¬ 
position,  personal  appearance  and  total  citizenship  are 
invariably  called  for  in  recommendations  to  advanced 
institutions  of  learning  and  to  business  establishments. 
None  of  the  ratings  ever  depend  on  any  one  teacher's 
opinion.  In  any  one  year  five  or  more  teachers  are  in- 
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volved  in  rating  each  student.  Over  a  period  of  four 
years  there  will  be  many  more  teachers  participating  in 
that  rating. 

It  would  seem  appropriate  at  this  time  to  explain 
''Personal  Appearance"  ratings.  No  boy,  for  instance, 
is  being  judged  at  any  time  because  he  may  be  wearing 
a  new  suit  or  an  old  one.  Neatness  and  cleanliness  of 
clothes  and  person  are  habits  to  be  fostered  and  consid¬ 
ered.  Personal  habits,  appearance  of  shoes,  wearing  of 
ties  on  occasion,  care  of  hair  ,etc.,  are  those  factors  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  faculty  in  rating. 

If  it  were  possible,  I  would  like  to  continue  discuss¬ 
ing  many  other  phases  of  our  school  program — athletics, 
our  vocational  shops,  audio-visual  aids  program,  school 
savings  program,  emphasis  of  public  speaking,  cheer¬ 
leaders,  band,  orchestra,  glee  clubs  (two-thirds  of  the 
student  enrollment),  participation  in  dramatics  (one 
hundred  students),  improvement  in  our  cafeteria,  school 
publications,  library,  etc.  These  organizations  or  func¬ 
tions  of  our  school  program  continue  as  in  previous  years 
and  have  been  expanded  in  most  cases. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  appreciation  and  pride  that 
I  reflect  on  the  cooperation,  attitude  and  fine  spirit  of  the 
faculty  and  student  body  during  this  past  year. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  myself,  the  faculty  and 
the  student  body  I  express  appreciation  of  your  co¬ 
operation  and  enthusiasm  as  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
likewise  that  of  the  School  Committee,  the  custodians  and 
other  personnel  of  the  building.
